1. (Previoitsly Presented) A method for obtaining a geographic location of an 
Intdmet user that accesses an external network from a private network through a proxy 
ser\ ^, comprising: 

receiving by an external server on the external network a request for information from 
an Ijntemet user through the proxy server; 

determining by the external server that the request for information is through the 
pro^y server; 

redirecting by the external server the request for information to an internal server of 
the farivate network, the internal server determining the geographic location of the Intemet

receiving by the external server the geographic location from the internal server 
witljiin the private network; and 

using the geogr€q>hic location of the Intemet user in handling the request for 
infdimation from the Intemet user. 

2. (Previously Presented) The method as set forth in claim 1, wherein the 
ext^nal network is Internet 

3 . (Previously Presented) A tnethod for determiniixg a geographic location of an 
Intejmet user that accesses an external network from a private network through a proxy 

serv er, comprising: 

receiving a request for the geographic location of the Intemet user within the private 
net^^ork, the request originating from the external network outside of the private network; 
detecting that the request for the geographic location of the Intemet user was 

redijrected from the external network; 

determining the geographic location of the Intemet user; and 
sending the geographic location to the external network. 
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4. (Previously Presented) The method as set forth in claim 3, wherein receiving 
the request for the geographic locatian originating from the external networik connprises 
rec( living the request from a machine associated with the Intemet user. 

5. (Prefviously Presrated) The method as set forth in claim 3» wherein 
dettnmining the geographic location comprises determining the geographic location tased on 
an internal address associated with the Intemet user and a geographic location/internal IP 
add ress mapping table contained within the private network. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method as set forth in claim 3, wherein 
determining the geographic location comprises: 

determining an internal address of the Intemet user; and . 

accessing a geogr£^hic location/intemal IP address mapping table contained within 
the private networic.

7. (Previously Presented) The method as set forth in claim 3, wherein sending 
geographic location to the extemal network comprises: 

sending the geographic location to an extemal server on the extemal network; and 
redirecting a machine associated with the Intemet user to the extemal server.

8. (Currently Amended) A method for obtaining a geographic location of an 
user that accesses an extemal network from a private network through a proxy 
comprising: 

redirecting, bv an extemal server, a request for the geographic location of the Intemet 
to an intemal server of the private network, wherein the IhtCTnet user connects to the 



external fiery &r through the proxv serven 



receiving, by an internal server on the private network, the request for the geographic 
location of the Intemet user from an extemal server on the extemal network; 

determining, by the internal server, the geographic location of the Intemet user 
locked inside the private network; and 

sending the geographic location of the Intemet us^ to the extemal server. 
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(Previously Presented) The method as set forth in claim 8, wherein the 
. external network is Internet, 



10. (Previously Presented) A method for resolving a domain name inquiry to 
assist in gathering geogr^hic location of an Internet user, comprising: 

receiving the domain name inquiry, the domain name inquiry being issued by the 
Internet user; 

determining if the inquiry originated from within a private network; 
resolving the inquiry by returning a first IP address if the inquiry did not originate 
from within the private network, the first BP address being associated with an external server 
located outside of the private network; and 

resolving the inquiry by returning a second IP address if the inquiry did originate firom 
within the private network, the second IP address being associated with an internal server 
located inside the private network; 

wherein the internal server and the external server are for determining the geographic 
location of the Intemet user and for making this geographic location information available. 



1 1 . (Previously Presented) The method as set forth in claim 10, wherein receiving 
inquiry on the domain name comprises receiving the inquiry at a domain name server. 



12. (Previously Presented) The method as set forth in claim 10, wherein the 
resc Iving by returning the first IP address and the resolving by returning the second IP 
addjress are performed by a domain name server. 
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
